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The status of the claims is as follows: 

Claims 2 and 12 has been cancelled; and 

Claims 1,3-11, and 13-14 (newly added) are herein addressed below. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the projecting ridge of 
the plurality of projecting ridges is set so that the first projecting ridge has a smaller 
apex angle than the remaining plurality of ridges as recited in claim 13 must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,3-11, and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicant's prior art Figure 7 (sample no. 3) in view of Royse 
(6,367,865 B1). All of the elements of the instant invention has been discloses as being 
conventional as discussed in the background of the invention and as shown in Figure 7 
except providing a plurality of projecting ridges to be scalene triangle in shape. Royse 
(6,367,865 B1 ) discloses a coated weather-strip (as shown in Figures 7 and 8) having a 
plurality of projecting ridges to be scalene triangle in shape (column 5, lines 58-64, and 
"can be any of a variety of configurations including wedge, saw tooth, apexed or 
intersecting facets"). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to provide the ridges on applicant's prior art Figure 7 with scalene 
triangular ridges as taught by Royse (6,367,865 B1) and more specifically having an 
angle of inclination from 40-80 degrees along one side and 5-40 along another since 
scalene triangular ridges provides extra rigidity between the ridges and the lip as well as 
decreasing the friction between the sealing lip and the frame/closure to be sealed. 
Furthermore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
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the invention to provide the plurality of projecting ridges and differing shapes along any 
and all portions of the sealing lip that is in contact with the window pane, [note: the 
applicant's ranges appear to be inconsistent since if one angle is 5 degrees, then the 
other should be 85 degrees which appears to not be within the range of the opposite 
side.] 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claiml, 3-11, and 13-14 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
